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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 9-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Specifically, the independent claims 9 and 23 are 
method claims but only claim the step of moving the wire saw. If all of the claimed 
limitations are to be considered part of the claimed method, the limitations for the wire 
saw, for example, should be claimed as the step of 'providing a wire saw with abrasive 
grains fixed on a core wire with a resin layer, wherein the average distance...'. The 
claims should also include the steps 'providing a coolant mainly composed of water and 
has a surface tension of...' and 'immersing the wire saw in the coolant', etc. The 
dependent claims that further limit the wire saw and coolant will be acceptable if the 
steps of providing a wire saw and a coolant are included in the independent claims, 
however, other dependent claims that incorporate new components, such as the rollers 
in claims 1 3 and 27, for example, should include a step of 'providing a plurality of 
rollers...'. 

Double Patenting 

3. Applicant is advised that should claims 18 and 32 be found allowable, claims 19 
and 33, respectively, will be objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial 
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duplicate thereof. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close 
in content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it 
is proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate 
of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k).
